ABSURDITIES OF INTEREST 


concern 


^Sweden has apparently worked more effectively out of 
the depression than any of the other nations, and while 
unemployment and distress have enchained other coun¬ 
tries, that relatively unproductive land has quietly solved 
its own problems. With its major facilities' and indus¬ 
tries held co-operatively, .it has escaped the overwhelming 
unemployment troubles of many other countries. It has 
maintained a better equilibrium in values, by setting for 
each year a basic parity. In this way no producers are 
subjeerto the violent fluctuations in values, which destroy 
buying power and bring ruiit to certain classes of its .citi¬ 
zens. A definite and fairly constant relationship is main¬ 
tained between the value of goods and currency. 

In this country, the interest question has proved a drag¬ 
ging burden in the last five years. Debt& and interest on 
debts, remain constant, while the produce wdh which 
these deb ’3 are paid has dropped to one-quarter and one-, 
third pf the value commanded when obligations were con¬ 
tracted. Although fair regard must be given to thb view; 
point of creditors, they could hardly be expected to escape 
without sharing in the general collapse of price. 

And the very reluctance of individuals and corporations 
to reduce interest demands, has put them in a worse-posi¬ 
tion than if they had agreed to a cut of 60 per cent in in¬ 
terest rates five years ago. They have compounded their 
interest on paper fro«x year to year, each year making it 
less possible for debtors to meet liabilities. And the debtor 
has become .so hopelessly submerged as to Be desperate. 

A mortgage on a Southern Saskatchewan farm is held 
by a creditor in Waterloo, Ontario. The distressed debtor 
writing recently to Waterloo, stated his case saying “I 
got your notice calling for $6,238.9!}. Some figures. In 
our Jast crop year, 1928, the amount was $4000. You will 
soon be up to $ 10,000 on paper—and on paper it will re¬ 
main, unless you can give me a definite amount that does 
not grow like a baby elephant.” 

Continuing, the exponent of the interest rackety ack¬ 
nowledged the original debt to have been $6000. Payments 
over the years have amounted to - $8,356.96, and even at 
that, the debtor now owes more than the original debt. 
The harassed victim of “the system" concludes. “I will 
take the mortgage and you can take the land, and pay 
me for awhile. If you quote me a definite amount withiYi 
reason, with no, further interest, T will try to pay as soon 
as possible, but I am through shooting at a mark that 
continually moves and cannot be reached. If; this is not 
satisfactory, the headache is all yours.”

Each year for several years past, the U.F.A. annual 
convention has emphatically urged reform in the national 
monetary system, and a general^ - reduction in interest 
rates in line with prices of primary products. Again .at 
the 1935 convention, finance, credit and interest have been 
flaming topics of, deBate. This year the" entrance of the 
Aberhatt plan of Social Credit, has been 'a powerful force 
in the discussions, and. has hastened the desire for results. 
The time worn expression “Never was there ^ greater 
crisis in the country’s history,” is becoming stale through 
many years usage. But this year the new voice of Social 
Credit, developed a more urgent need. When leaders of the 
Convention discouraged the practicability of Social 
Credit as a provincial scheme, they turned attention to 
the benefits which might be realized*™ a national system 
of Social Credit. The'Convention by large majority voted 
down the resolution to place responsibility for immediate, 
action upon the Alberta government. 

A resolution presented by Wm. Irvine, M.P., approach¬ 
ed the matter more cautiously. It urged that ths Conven¬ 
tion request the Provincial Government to engage Major 
Douglas as consulting engineer in the matter of financial 
reform, requiring him to advise the government as to the 
practicability of his proposals under provincial jurisdic¬ 
tion and the helpful first steps that might be taken. These
